Editor British Colonist : — Nothing 
lessens pablio confidence moro, or oc- 
casions more restless disoontont in 
this Colony than tho operation of in- 
direct taxation. Tho amount of this 
artificial tax-oanuot be ascertained, no 
limit oan bo assigned to it. Tho Cus- 
toms' and Exoiso dutios furnish no cri* 
terion for judging of tho oxtoot of 
this system of financo ; becauso adu> 
tions are continually being mado to 
tho primary dut : es by tho next pur- 
^ ohasors and dealers who not only shift 
the burden of those duties on their 
"neighbors and the ultimate consumers 
of oxcisablo goods, but thoy aotually 
gain by tho dutios imposed, bocause 
they charge tho same rato of profit 
npon tho dnty paid by them ns upon 
the first prico of tho imported mer- 
chandise. Thus tho consumer suflors 
in two ways j 1st by tho augmontod 
prico of such articles and consequently 
the unequal prossuro (if not iho full 
pressnro) upon him and his family;

The Active 
was compelled to refuse a portion offered. 
Oregon staplea are being hurriedly shipped to 
find a market. The Aotivo, on her last trip 
to the Columbia staunchly withstood a severe 
gale which wes blowing. Sho leavea again 
at ten thia morning for Portland. 



Opening ot St John's School. — Thia 
creditable building, wo are glad to bear. Is to 
bs opened on Monday nest, and -thenoo to 
commence its career of usefulness. It is tho 
intention of the llav Mr Jeans to have in it 
during the winter months a Beriea of lecturoa, 
with tho double object of affording usefu! and 
interesting information , and of defraying tho 
debt which still remains npott the building.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

New York, Nov 2(5 — Tho Herald's 
Washington special gives what purports 
to bo the substnnco of a Convention be- 
tween Minister Johnson and Lord Stan- 
ley, which received the approval of tho 
British Government. It is now under 
consideration by tho President, All 
claims are to bo submitted to n comraia 
siou of porsons, two of whom are to be 
selected by Queen Victoria nnd one by 
tho President, to moet iu Washington. 
It shall examine and decido according to 
justice and equity, without four, favor or 
affection. In case tho Commissioners aro 
unable to agree upon any claim, thoy shull 
select ns arbitrator somo sovereign of 
IDurope, friendly to both Governments, 
whoso decision shall be final and absolute 
Tho convention prescribed tho maunor 
in which ovideuce shall bo taken and the 
decision rendered. Bach government 
shall appoint one person to attend the 
Commission and an agent in its behalf to 
perfect tho report nnd reply to the claims 
and represent it generally. In all mat- 
ters connected with the investigation 
both the contracting parties shall agree 
to consider the decision of the Commis- 
sioners absolute and conclusive, aud give 
lull effect to such decision without eva- 
sion or delay. Every claim mast bo re- 
presented within six months after the first 
moeting, unless good reason shall be 
shown to account for deluy, in which 
caso tho titno may bo extended, not ex- 
ceecdiug tbree mouths. Tho Commis- 
sioners are bound to examine and decido 
upon every claim within a year from the 
first meeting. All sums of money al- 
lowed by tho Commission on any claims 
shall bo paid by England within twelve 
months, without interest or deduction. 
This plan may bo changed to give us an 
equal representation in the Commission 
and have meetings at Washington aud
